THE EXPLANATION. 

Mrs. .Apicella was recalled by Mr. Justice 
Meredith and guestioned about, the agreement 
in which the plaintiffs say the Winning ticket 
was included. She said that she put the word 
““signed '” in the agreement oí her own 
motion immediately after she had filled in the 
numbers and the rest oí the agreement, with- 
out any suggestion from Mr. Scala. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Will you tell me 
why you did that of your motion on that 
occasion and did not put it at the bottom of 
the earlier agreement in January? TI cannot 
give you an explanation of that at all. 

Shall I give you an explanation, and give 
you an opportunity of saying whether you 
accept it? When you were writing the first 
agreement, that was all for Mr. Scala. and 
when you came to the second agreement. that 
was an agreement that you were wanting 
yourself to get from him. You were takinc 
things more into your own hands, and it 
was because you took things into your hands 
that you wrote the word ‘signed '”; do you 
think that is the correct explanation or not ’— 
I do, my lord. 

Witness agreed that her mind was more 
alert on the second occasion, and when 
asked why, when her mind was so alert. she 
did not suggest at once to Mr. Scala, “What 
about the additional ticket?” (the winning 
ticket) she replied that she was just waitinc 
for Mr. Scala to give in the ticket, and 
wrote ‘‘signed’’ while waiting for him to 
produce it. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—In writing the word 
‘signed’ you did not leave any place for 
the additional number: that is what is rather 
sticking in my mind. 

Witness—The paper was too small. 

A SUPPER IN MARCH. 

Gaetana Lucino, a glove manufacturer, re- 
siding in Naples, was examined by Mr. 
Gavan Duffy, and said that every time he 
came to London he saw Mr. Apicella, whom 
he had known for some yéars. On the 18th 
of last February he met the plaintiffs while in 
London, and heard them talking about the 
Irish sweepstake. At a supper in Mr. Api- 
cella’s at the beginning of March he was 
shown an agreement, which he now recog- 
nised. It was signed by the plaintiffs and 
Mr, Scala. He wished the three of them 
good-luck before he returned to Naples. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wood, he said that 
he did not send Apicella congratulations after 
the race. He was in England again in July, 
and saw Apicella nearly every night, but thev 
did not speak of the sweepstake. 

Pressed on this point, the witness asked 
counsel] to “ explain better ” ; and having been 
asked why he did not speak to Apicella 
about the sweepstake, he said that he did 
not understand it, adding: “ What we do 
not want to talk about we do not under- 
stand.” 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Some question you 
do not like you do not understand? 
(Laughter. ) 

The witness was questioned about what 
was provided to drink at the supper in Mr. 
Appicella’s, and said that he only drank 
coffee. 

SAT AND LISTENED. 

Mr. Wood—Nothing in it?—Only coffee— 
black coffee—for me. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—You never took a 
liquer in it?—Well, sometimes. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Wood—May I take it now that you 
always take a liquer in your coffee — You 
said that; I did not say that. (Laughter.) 

May I take it that when you can get it 
you take it’—If I get it, yes. 

Witness, answering further questions, said 
that when he got his supper he sat and 
listened to the talk, but he could only 
remember what was his own business. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—When you get your 
supper you have no further interest. 
(Laughter. ) Unless somebody wanted a 
pair of gloves—that would waken you up?— 
Yes. (Laughter.) 

Joseph Romaneo, examined by Miss 
Phelan, said that the plaintiffs had told him 
about the winning ticket, and that he 
wished them good luck and told them that 
he hoped the “‘ gee-gee ” would arrive. 

Sidney Henry Matts, a manufacturer's 
agent, of Surrey, said that he saw the 
agreement produced in a club in London 


“THE TABLE JUMPED.” 

Mrs. Florence Lewis said that she lived 
near the Costantinos’ house in Walthamstow. 
On Sunday, February 8th, she was asked by 
Mrs. Costantino to borrow a three-legged 
table, as Mr. Scala was going to try some 
“ spiritualism.”” She got the table at her 
trecther’s house, and when she brought it into 
the room Mr. Scala dimmed the lights, and 
ha stood at the back and called out in Italian 
for some “‘spirité,”’ the only name she remem- 
bered being Rasputin. (Laughter.) 

“I was laughing,” the witness said, “ and 
Mr. Scala said to me, “Don't laugh or the 
spirit won't come in.”” (Laughter. ) 

Mr. Justice Meredith—And_ did the 
“ spirit ”” come in? I got serious when Mr. 
Scala was able to tell what money Mr. 
Apicella had in his pocket. I thought the 
“spirit” told him. (Laughter.) Mr 
Apicella then asked Mr. Scala to inquire of 
the spirits if they would win the Irish sweep 
stake, and Mr. Scala called on a spirit named 
Paganini, and told him: “ Raise the table 
twicé if we are to win and once if we are to 
lose.” (Laughter.) 

And what happened ? 
they all congratulated themselves. 
ter.) 

The witness next gave evidence about seeing 
the agreement, and when it was shown to 
her she said: “T hope Mr. Scala will win,” 
but she was not very sincere in this, as she 
had two tickets of her own in the sweép, and 
had hopes of one of them winning. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

F. Simeone, who was sworn in the Fascisti 
fashion, with hand raised, corroborated the 
evidence about the signing of the agréement. 
and the adding of the number of the winning 
ticket at the end on the dictation of Mr. 


Scala. 
SAW NO SPIRIT. 

Vineent Vecchione. who was examined bv 
Mr. Gavan Duffy, gave evidence abont what 
was ctated to have taken place in Mr. Con. 
stantino’s house on the 8th February. and said 
that the three-levted table that had heen 
mentioned was split across, Mr. Scala.called 
Pasputin and said, “ Listen fo it knocking.” 
“TI tenned one of the lees of the table with 
thy Íoot.” said the witness, “and they 
thoenzht it was a Snint tappine.’-’ 

Mr. Gaven Duffv—Thev  thoncht it was 
Rasputin, did thev?— Ves: he said, “ Listen 
to it knocking.’’ (Laughter.) 

Witness went on to say that when asked 
what he was lanehine at he told them what 
he had done. Mr. Scala also called Paga- 
nini, and as Mr. Scala said Paganini liked 
music. someone got a record of the Dead 
March and put it on the gramaphone. (Loud 
lanebter.)  . 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—Did you plav any pranks 
on Paganini?—Not that I remember. 

Did he appear and do his dutv?—I only 
saw the facés of the peonle in the room. I 
did not see any spirit. There was a spirit 
én the sideboard—a bottle of whiskey.

HEAD POSTMAN. CHARGED. 


(BEFORE MR. HANNAN.) 

Stephen Connolly (38), described as a 
head postman, of Kickham road, Inchicore, 
was put forward charged with the theft on 
12th inst. of a postal packet containing a 
postal order for 20s., addressed to 
Hospitals’ Trust Fund, LEarlsfort 
Mr. George Reid, solicitor to the Post Office, 
prosecuted, while Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, 
appeared for the defendant. 

Mr. Reid said that there was now a 
further charge against the defendant of 
having illegally in his possession the sum 
of £35, for which he was unable to give 
a satisfactory explanation. He was also 
charged with other alleged thefts of postal 
packets. , 

Mr. T. G. Malone, Post Office Investiga 
tion Department, said that he interviewed 
the defendant in the Pearse street office and 
asked him to turn out his pockets. 
Connolly produced a number of Bank of 
England notes and some Free State notes, 
and, in a statement, said that he had changed 
one large note in a bank in College Green: 
He denied having taken any of the money, 
but made no reference to some of the 
specific charges. 

When other clothing of the defendant 
was searched, five envelopes were found. 
Connolly then admitted having opened four 
of the letters and taken their contents. He 
said that he did not know why he stole the 
letters. 

Mr. Reid said that one of the letters 
contained counterfoils of tickets for the 
November Handicap Sweepstake. 

At this point Mr. Burne intimated that 
to save trouble his client had decided to 
plead guilty to the charges. 

Mr. Patrick Waldron, Chief Superinten- 
dent, Sorting Office, said that the defendant 
was mostly employed at indoor work, which 
would allow him to handle a large amount 
of postal matter. He had been in the postal 
service since 1907, and had a good record. 

Replying to Mr. Burne, the witness said 
that he was aware that the defendant’s wife 
was confined in a mental home. 

Mr. Reid said that, with one exception, 
the letters had been sent under cover, and it 
would not be possible to trace the senders. 
In one instance where the sender was known 
evidence would be given. 

Miss Burke, Arbour Hill, identifed a 
letter which she said she had posted in Dublin 
on a recent date. 

Mr. Saurin, Hospitals’ Trust, said that the 
letter tested by Miss Burke had not been 
delivered to him. He had not received four 
other letters which were shown him by Mr. 
Reid. 

The accused man was returned for trial, 
bail being allowed.

NO FOUNDATION FOR 
ALLEGATIONS. 


(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

James Gately, a member of the Dublin Cor- 
poration, appealed against a fine of 40s. re- 
corded against him oy the District Justice, 
on a charge of having used obscene language 
in a public place, near Fairview, a couple of 
weeks ago. 

The evidence for the prosecution was that 
Mr. Gately had an altercation with a man 
named Gaffney, a publican, on ground to the 
rear of Fairview avenue, concerning the erec- 
tion of a hoarding near the appellant’s 
garage. Guard Foley, who came on the scene 
«nd arrested Mr. Gately. said that Mr. 
fiately called him a ‘black and tan,” and 
said that he would get him dismissed next 
day. 

Mr. Gately, in evidence, denied that he 
nsed either profane or obscene language on 
the occasion, and said that the Guard ar- 
rived on the scene with Gaffney, and that 
the Guard said that if he hit Gaffney he 
would “knock his head off.” The Guard 
was, he said, under the influence of drink at 
the time. 

The Judge dismissed the appeal, affirmed 
the conviction, and said that there was no 
foundation for the suggestion that the Guard 
or Mr. Gaffney were under the influence of 
drink on the occasion.

ln the people they had to deal with there 
was a teddency to scuttle for safety when 
there was danger, and probably there would 
be very little occasion to put the powers of 
the bill into actual use.

There was ho 
shide wr shadow of danger of that, if 
there was any danyer it was im delay. if 
they delaved some months until the move- 
ment grew and more people were démoralised 
by the appeals going on in the country he 
was satisfied that they would have t6 settle 
sume sort’ of civil war. If there were one 
or two deaths it would be the maximum, and 
le was quite satished that it was better if 
there were the deaths of one or two rufflans 
conspiring against the pore than of 4 
nimber of innoceit citizens ddmg their duty 
in the ordinary way and pursuing their 
ordinary avocations,

Continuing, he said that other countries 
relied ypon the Gevernment to get them out 
of difficulties, but if Mr. de Valera wére in 
power here, the people when in difficulty 
would say: “ The long fellaw will have to 
give another twist.” During the debate the 
previous night Mr, de Valera made a state- 
ment that President Cosgrave had to be 
cilled hack from: England during the 
troubled times, 

‘*T sid that statément was untrue,” said 
President Cosgrave, ‘‘and so it is. It has 
not the shadow of foundation of the truth.” 

Me DE VALERA—That statemént was 
made in the fullest belief that it was true. 

President COSGRAVE—It is not true. I 
detiy it absolutély.

To his mind, it was 4 
political and not a social problem. If agrée- 
ment could be got on the fundamentals they 
could. ne believed, work together to selve 
the diffarences on fundamentals that existed. 
The bill made no attempt to solve their 

litical differences. ¢ President could 
avé his cheap jibes as much as he liked, but 
that was not good goverment, nor states- 
manship, nor patriotism, especially when he 
said they must admit that there was a difft- 
cult and dangerous problem before them. 
Cheap jibes would not help them out ef the 
difficulty. He doubted if they were one bit 
further away from the bitterness engendered 
by the civil war nine véarsa ago. 

Mr. DAVIN—Who is tesponsible ? 

Mr. O’'KELLY said that they weére all 
résponsib'e—he, himself, to a considerable 
extent; but the President and the Ministérs 
of the Executive Council had not, either im 
that House or outside it, done their duty ás 
patriotic [rishmen to bring about a bettér 
state of affairs. They all knew that certain 
teachings were engendered in the minds 6f 
young men, and that they were taught to 
practice militarism. ‘The instalment of liberty 
they had got was a good thing, but they 
had not gone the whole read, and the Presi- 
dent and his Ministers knew it. 


IRISH INDEPENDENCE. 

There were young men who believed, as 
the President believéd once, and might still 
believe, though not practise, that the indépén- 
dence of ireland was a good thing. é 
had indulged in methods which, to hiá mind, 
would not hélp, but were more likely te be 
an obstacle in bringing about the indépén- 
dence of the country. What he would like 
the gentlemen on the other side to remember, 
particularly those who teok an active part in 
the Republican movement a few years age, 
was that the methods those young men wére 
taught would take a long time to eredicate. 
They could not change in a day or & véár, 
or even ten years, the methods so suceéssfully 
and ably practiced bv the Ministér fer Local 
Government. The Minister for Defence had 
spoken of “ Bloody Sunday " and the awful 
things that happened in Dublin, erganiséd 
by the Minister for Local Gevernment. 

Mr. MULCAHY—-For the pretection of the 
people. 

Mr. O’KELLY said that he would eceept 
that, bat, nevertheless, methods wéré sá- 
gericered and actions were taught, and some 
of the men who took part in these same 
actions directed bv the Ministér for Local 
Gevernment in these davs still béliewéd in 
them an practised the same métheds. . 

Mr. MUTLCAHY—Is thére no distinetien 
between British spies and Irishmen ? 

Mr. O’KELLY said that he had net failed 
‘to take cognisance of the big change that 
had come about, but even so, every mind 
did not move so rapidly—or, perhaps, so 
slowlv—as the minds of people on thé Gevern- 
ment benches. They could not change 8 
tradition in five vears, and thev certainly had 
not beaun to alter these things since the 
Free State was established. 

Continuing. he said that be did not believe 
that this country was faced with a Bolshevik 
revolution, or that there was Belsheviem 
existing to any extent, even in Dublin. There 
were theorists. and Communists heré in 
Dublin. but to attempt to get the Heuse 
and the countrv to believe that they wére 
faced with a Bolshévist revolution was eér- 
tainly farcical, and statements in that con- 
rection lw the President would not help the 
Eucharistic Congress of the coming year. 


A MINUTE OF THE FIRST DAIL. 


He admitted that things had heen done, 
evimes had heen committed here in the last 
vear that the Government were beund to 
deal with, and bound to search aut and 
punish the authors, but, comparing this 
country with any in Europe, they had a 
lighter calenlar of crime, on the political or 
civil side, and they neéd not hide ‘iéir 
faces. There was no cause for painting this 
country as one of the black spots of Eurepe. 
He did not think that Russia, and Russian 
ideals, and the Mnscovite doctrine that the 
President talked of had got any hold in this 
country.

danger of being shot or killed in some other 
way than his duty requires. he is not fit to be 
a military officer. It was not the duty of 
civilians to undertake these things, and it 
might not be possible to get suitable civilians 
to undertake the task. They had come to the 
conclusion in the circumstances which they 
were up against that it would not be fair 
to put a civilian in that position, and it 
would not be easily possib'e to get a suitr ble 
They wonld have to get very good 
men, but they did not require legal) men 
Thev required intelligent, resolute and con- 
scientious men, who would bring common- 
sense to bear on the problems brought before 
them. The legal technical'ties would not 
come into the procedure of the court. It 
would ordinarily sit in public, and would 
have professional men speaking before it. 
The members of the court would be per- 
manentiy in their position so long as the 
eourt existed. After all, this court would 
have no jurisdiction to deal with civil 
offences. Tt will have legal men on both 
sides. It will have prosecutors ard a defence. 

Mr. JOUNSON- Is that sett'ed? 

Mr. BILYTHE said that the members of 
the tribunal would be consciertiots men. No 
one world take the risk of trying any un- 
defended prisoner.

HE first secondary school to be erected 
4% by a public education authority in 
Northern Ireland was opened to-day at 
Enniskillen by Lady Charlemont, in place 
of her husband, the Minister of Educition, 
who was absent owing to iliness. ‘The 
schom takes the place of the Enniskillen 
Royal School for 
girls, which was 
transferred to the 
Regional Education 
Committee. Afier reli- 
vious Services, the 
Far] of Belmore, 
chairman of the Edu- 
cation Commrttee, pre- 
sided. Lady Charle- 
mont, in opening the 
school, said that she 
understood that this 
was the first new 
secondary school to be 
erected by a regional 
committee. She would 
like to congratulate 
the education autho- 
ritv and the &-yional 
Committee for their courage and foresight .n 
deciding to accept the transfer of the school, 
and iu acquirng an entirely ew site 
fos the building. Whatever might ve 
said about education in { Ister, the 
Act of 1923 had certainly accomplished 
a great deal in the erection of the new 
schools. She thought that the school was 
fortunate in having these beatiful sur- 
roundings. 
Education was not entirely a matter of 
building and amenities. The raiuence cf 
environment was a very powerful influence 
in schoo life. ‘In some cases there were old 
associations and traditions which plaved 
their part, such as those in the great public 
schools in England. and those which they 
had in the ancient foundations of Portora. 
But obviously thev could not have these 'n 
a new school, and the best alternative was 
up-to-date premises on a goed site, with 
plénty of fresh air and sunlight.ard these 
conditions were satisfied there.

1 said that secondary 
education did not appear to be afflicted with 
the storms and controversies which raged 
around primary education, but she was not 
sure that their secondary schools were not 
progressing just as well as they would if they 
caught mere public attention; for there were 
many advantages of a good secondary educa- 
tion, which were not apparent at the time.

Public Safety. 


The Free State Government has insisted 
upvn its rigid time-table for the Con- 
stitution (Amendment) Bill. Yesterday 
the bill received its final reading in Dail 
Eireann, and was sent to the Senate, from 
which, this afternoon, it will emerge 
intact. By this evening, therefore, the bill 
may have become the law of the land. 
The concluding discussions in the Dáil did 
not maintain the earlier level. Tempers 
broke under the strain of political excite- 
ment, and much dirty linen was washed 
in public. The Government’s spokesmen 
dealt mercilessly with the subtleties of the 
Fianna Fáil conscience, and were 
reminded bitterly, in their turn, that the 
Ministers of to-day had ben the 
conspirators of yesterday. We deplore 
such outbursts, but they some 
historical value, since they help to explain 
the difficulties of the present situation. 
The Free State was born in lawlessness, 
and it is hardly surprising that, although 
good government has effected miracles of 
change, the spirit of lawlessness still 
lingers among a section of the people. In 
the youngest Dominicn rancours far 
deeper than the ordinary 1..ncours 
of politics exist between the two main 
parties the State. Only time 
can heal such wounds, and in the 
meanwhile the nation suffers. President 
Cosgrave explained yesterday his refusal 
to accept a belated erence of parties 
upon the public peril. We think that a 
timely conference was desirable, but the 
chance seems to have been lost because the 
past held the present too firmly in its 
grip. 

One fact—and it is the crucial fact— 
emerges clearly from the week’s debates. 
Sedition is widespread throughout the 
State; dreadful crimes have escaped 
punishment, and in many districts the 
machinery of the law has suffered a com- 
plete dislocation. Indeed, Mr. Cosgrave 
declares, with all the responsibility of his 
high office, that “ the State is trembling 
in the balance.” In these circumstances, 
his Government has demanded, and Par- 
liament has. conceded, a protective 
measure of extreme severity. The Con- 
stithtion (Amendment). Bill invades at 
least half-a-dozen articles of the Free 
State Constitution. It shoulders the law 
courts out of a vital part of their juris- 
diction, and invests a military tribunal 
with powers of life and death. Such a 
measure, if it is to be tolerable, must 
have two main justifications—its need 
and the manner of its enforcement. The 
need has been proved; for a righteous 
enforcement of this measure the country 
must depend upon the Government’s 
spirit and intentions. We expect that 
the new Act will be enforced firmly, but 
we expect also that it will be enforced 
with restraint and prudence. The State’s 
welfare must be safeguarded, and innocent 
lives must be protected at any cost. In 
that duty the Government cannot falter ; 
but the country will hope that the mere 


have

presence of this Act upon the Statute Book 


will rout much of the sedition and criminal 
purpose which are now rampant in the 
land. For its full effect the Act must be 
supported by a strong public opinion, and 
here, no doubt, we may find a guarantee 
that its extraordinary powers will net, be 
abused. 

Optimism is a useful but 
nobody can pretend that the immediate 
outlook is cheerful. On the one hand, the 
Free State confronts the menace of law- 
lessness and sedition; on the other, she 
faces an accumulation of economic 
troubles. Her trade has declined in recent 
months, and may be affected catastrophi- 
cally by the results of the British general 
election. The coming winter, at the best, 
cannot fail to be a searching test of 
citizenship. Whether the Free State will 
emerge unhurt depends on many things— 
on her readiness to put the public weal. 
before party politics, on her abnegation 
of -personal prejudices, and upon a 
récognition of the need to work in harness. 
The Free State citizen’s chief fault as a 
citizen is that which Mr. Kipling’s German 
naturalist found in his gorilla—‘‘ there is 
too much ego in his cosmos.” Yesterday 
Mr. Cosgrave drew a shréwd contrast 
between the British and Irisip senses of 
| innwna For Pnglishmen in a time of

ie which men of all parties credit with 


and ignore the nation. So it is to-day. 
Britons of all parties are rallying round a 
National Government, because, with 
logical patriotism, they realise that the 
country’s need demands a united effort. 
In the Free State one of the main parties 
admits a danger, but rejects a policy of 
co-operation with its rivals. It is essential 
that the people shall not follow this bad 
example, The sooner a united citizenship 
helps Mr. Cosgrave’s Government to sup-

America and the League. 


The League of Nations took a step of 
the highest significance yesterday when it 
decided to invite the United States’ 
presence at its deliberations on the Sino- 
Japanese dispute. The invitation, of 
course, does not imply a request that the 
United States shall become a member of 
the League. It simply recognises that 
American policy and interests are linked 
so closely with the relations of Japan and 
China that the collaboration of the United 
States is. essential. Furthermore, as the 
draft invitation declared, the United 
States, as a signatory of the Pact of Paris, 
has a certain right to attend a hearing in 
which a case of war is involved. Naturally, 
Japan opposed the innovation, which was 
sponsored by M. Briand. Her representa- 
tive complained that it embodied a ques- 
tion of and so required a 
unanimous vote of the Council; but his 
arguments were overcome by the Marquess 
the British representative.

The most significant remark of the day, 
however, was made by M. Briand, when he 
explained that a precedent was being 
established. In analogous cases, he said, 
the Council, doubtless, would act always 
in the same manner—that is, in inviting a 
non-member of the League to collaborate 
whenever it was deemed advisable. Stated 
| thus in general terms, the new policy does 
not suggest its full significance. Few im- 
portant nations are without the scope of 
Geneva, and one can imagine few occasions 
on which the precedent would need to be 
applied. Its importance lies in the fact 
that it affords the United States an oppor- 
tunity to collaborate, and so may remove 
the most urgent of existing handicaps on 
the League’s progress. So long as the 
United States and Soviet Russia are 
divorced from the League, so long it will 
be unable to wield any real power, There 
is no prospect of any honest co-operation 
with the League by Soviet Russia; 
the collaboration of the United States, 
on the other hand, is not 

desirable, but essential. Without

economics can receive fitting and full 
treatment. The League of Nations 
primarily is intended as a league of all, 
While the United 
its constitution is 


not of some, nations. 
States remain outside, 
incomplete, and, though it can speak for 
the greater part of the civiliséd world, it 
misses that final authority which its voice 
demands. We trust that the United States’ 
acceptance of the invitation preludes its 
readiness to accept a seat at Geneva within 
the near future. 


Free State Produce. 


We are glad to learn that the High 
Commissioner for the Free State in 
London is taking the fullest advantage of 
recent events in Great Britain to advertise 
the excellence of Irish dairy produce and 
other goods. Mr. Dulanty has done 
much excellent work in London. He has 
spared no effort to increase the purchase 
of Free Stat» exports, with the result that 
there has been a steady improvement in 
trade. Next week no fewer than twenty- 
eight Free State creameries will be im com- 
petition in the Butter Section of the 
London Dairy Show. For the first time 
Free State eggs will be displayed ; for Mr. 
Dulanty has been able to persuade the 
authorities to establish a special class 
which will become a permanent feature of 
the Show. There will be also a composite 
display of Free State products, consisting 
largely of condensed milk, tinned cream 
and bacon, and every inducement will be 
offered to the English purchaser to 
transfer his custom from foreign to Free 
State firms. Last week Mr. Dulanty made 
an interesting experiment. A shop was 
opened in Hitchin for the advertisement of 
Free State goods, and scored an immediate 
success. The people of Hitchin for the 
first time have become acquainted with 
Free State products, and one _ trader 
already has decided in future to stock only 
Trish bacon. In pursuit of his general 
policy, Mr. Dulanty has arranged for Free 
State displays at several other Shows 
during the next few weeks. Since Mr. 
Hogan’s decision to improve the quality of 
Free State produce vast strides have been 
made. Free State butter, eggs, bacon, 
condensed milk and tinned cream now can 
hold their own with the products of any 
other agricultural country in the world; 
and the depreciation in the foreign value 
of sterling has given them an enormous 
advantage in the British market. It is 
encouraging, at a time when politicians at 
home are squabbling about their past 
activities, to find Mr. Dulanty making 
such a success of his constructive work 
in Great Britain. The development of the 
British market is the one thing that really 
matters to the Free State. 
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Drought in Canada. 


A correspondent of The .Times in 
Regina paints a vivid picture of the con- 
ditions prevailing in the Canadian prairie 
provinces. Only two years ago, he says, 
Regina itself was “booming.” Its indus 
tries prospered, and the town, nurtured by 
the huge wheat area that surrounded it. 
was increasing both in size and in wealth. 
Then came the shadow of over- -production 
of grain, the “slump,” and finally the 
greatest of its possible evils, drought: 
To-day Regina is the capital of a desert. 
The soil in parts is dry to a depth of twelve 
feet. Throughout the drought-stricken 
area not a blade of grass can be seen ; trees 
have died; and the light soil, like sand, 
is rippled by the breezes and whirled into 
black and stinging storm by the winds. 
Blackened rows of seedlings, we learn, 
show where the farmer sowed his crop. In 
some cases, however, the very seed was blown 
out of the soil; in others, the crop con- 
trived to sprout, but withered away for 
lack of moisture, or shrivelled to nothing

This region, known as the strato- 
sphere, has been investigated only by 
Professor Piccard and his companion, D 
Kipfer, and many facts have yet to bv 
ascertained about it. There are winds of 
startling velocity, however, and if these 
could be utilised, it would be possible for 
an aeroplane to cross the Atlantic from 
Ireland to Newfoundland in three or four 
hours. No machine has been manufac 
tured yet that would be able to withstand 
the conditions of the stratosphere, but the 
Germans are experimenting with one at 
Dessau, and a successful trial flight in 
ordinary conditions has taken place. The 
machine has an air- -tagbs cabin for 
pilot, and is fitted with an 800 horse-pow: 
supercharged engine. It is understood 
that Britain will not be left behind 
attempting an investigation of the strato 
sphere, and work is proceeding with 
object of finding an engine that wil! - 
full power at great heights.

SHE MOST REV. DR. COLLIER, Bishop 
‘T of Ossory, presided at the fifth 
triennial congress of the Catholic Total 
Abstinence Federation of Ireland, held in the 
Oak Room of the Mansion House, Dublin, 
vesterday. There was a representative 
attendance of delegates. 

The executive committee, in their report 
for the neriod 1926-31, referred to the intro- 
duction of the bill to amend the Act of 1927, 
and said that much stress had been placed on 
the clause relating to St. Patrick’s Day open- 
ing, but practically every clause in the bill 
was destructive to temperance interests. It 
was’ the duty of all supporters” of 
temperance interests to use their utmost 
efforts, not alone to prevent St. Patrick’s 
centennial year from being profaned - by 
the opening of the public-houses on the 
national festival dav, but also to oppose 
energetically the attempt contained in every 
line of the new bill to mutilate and destroy 
the Liquor Act of 1927. 

The Rev. Dr. Coffey, President of the 
Federation, welcomed the bishop, and said 


message to the public from the meeting. 
‘lhey were concerned solely with the suppres- 
sion of intemperance. They were united in 
the advocacy and promotion of the Christian 
virtue of temperance, even in its. highest 
form of total abstinence. 

In a letter expressing his inability to be 
present, Cardinai MacRory said that ne 
movement had done more for God and Ire- 
land. 

In moving the adoption of the report, the 
Very Rev. Canon Lyons said: ‘‘If you make 
a joke against the temperunce workers you 
always have a gallery to laugh at them, and 
that is one thing an Irishman finds very 
hard.” If the temperance legislation of the 
past few years was not all that they had hoped 
for, it was not the fault of the Federation. 

They had at the moment a menace to tem- 
perance provided by the dance halls, so pre- 
valent in town and country. There was 
legislation for dealing with it to some extent, 
but it was not all it might be. Still, it was 
something, and it ought to be used. 

The Kev. Father Aloysius, 0O.S.F.C., 
seconded the motion. He said they were not 
prohibitionists. They wanted the trade so 
regulated that there would be no need for 
prohibition. It was because trade was not so 
regulated that prohibition was resorted to in 
other countries. 

The report was adopted. 

Bishop Collier said there was no greater 
work of Catholic action—the furtherance of 
which the present Pope was making his life- 
work—than that in which they were engaged. 
They had still great things to do, because, 
like che work of the Church in the world, 
this would never be completed.

Commissioner's exhibition publicity on behalf 
of condensed milk, tinfed cream and bacon’ 
is being experienced. At Hitchin last week, 
where a shop was taken and stocked with 
Free State products; a keen demand was de- 
veloped, particularly for the tinned cream. 
An encouraging aspect is that one large trader 
in the town proposes to stock only Irish bacon:

MANY MORE STRAIGHT FIGHTS. 


The most noteworthy feature of the 
nominations is the elimination of three- 
corner and four-corner contests. At the 
last election there were 444 three-corner 
contests and 26 four-corner’ contests in 
single-member constituencies—470 in all. 
On this occasion there will be only 99 
three-corner contests and 14 four-corner 
contests in single-member constituencies— 
a total of 113. This is the smallest number 
of such contests at any British election 
for over twenty years. 

Of the 99 three-corner fights, 56 are 
between Conservative, Liberal and Labour. 
In 39 of these triangles the Liberal candi- 
date is known to be a supporter of the 
Government, and is, therefore, described 
as a National Liberal. In three triangles 
the candidates are Conservative, National 
Labour and Labour—namely, at Everton, 
represented in the last House by Mr. 
Derwent Hall Caine; at Newcastle 
Central, where Sir Charles Trevleyan is 
the Labour candidate, and at South-East 
Essex. 

In twelve triangles the candidates repre- 
sent Conservative, Labour and Sir Oswald 
Mosley’s new party. 

In 410 constituencies there is a straight 
fight between two candidates. At the last 
election there were only 94 straight fights. 

The total number of candidates nominated 
is 1,286. This includes the unopposed 
returns and the candidates nominated 
several days ago for the London and 
Welsh Universities, but does not! include 
Oxford University and the combined 
English Universities, nominations for 
which have not yet been made.

HE omens were still fair when we filled 
ii up the Banbe’s tank. and set out to; 
make the hazardous journey from 
Killaloe te Limerick. We had no desire to | 


visit Limerick itself, since it is a reasonably | 
large town, and our idea was to get as tar, 
trom towns as possible; but Mary had set 
her heart perversely on going through the 
ment Jock at Ardnacrusha. Now, once having | 
passed Ardnacrusha, we had periorce | 
visit Limerick in order to obtain a permit 
to go up the Shannon again. 

The way of the Shannon Navigation is this 
A permit costing 9s. will allow a pleasure 
boat to travel as far as she likes eithet 
up or down the river. There are several’ 
locks and bridges, at each of which a separate 
iol! must be paid ií one does not possess an 
inclusive permit; and the total of these 
separate tolls comes very much heavier than 
Gs. Accordingly, we determined to ‘pass 
through the Ardnacrusha lock, pay a hasty 
call at the navigation office in Limerick, two : 
miles further down the river, and return to 
Killaloe on the same. day. 

THE “ SUNK CANAL.” 
Things, alas, did vot turn out as we had anti. 
cipated. It was on this section of her journey 
that the first of her two misfortunes came} 
upon the Banba, compellimg us to abandon 
the second half cf our, journey. However, 

these shall be told in their due place. 

We set off, as ¥ have said, down the 
Navigation’s. canal from Killaloe, For a 
mile, pechaps, the canal was ‘‘ just ordinary,” 
running peacefully beside the Shannon, which 
at this place was unnavigable. Then we] 
passed through a pair of derelict lock gates. 
and all of a sudden one of the strangest of | 
the many strange sights on our journey lay 
before us. ‘There was no longer a comfortable 
canal with banks on either side, but instead 
we chugged along a carefully »uoyed and 
marked channel, in the midst of what ap- 
peared to be a lake of quite respectable dimen- | 


sions. ai 
THE PILOT BUSINESS. 

This was the “‘sunk canal” of which 
everybody had warned us since we had left 
Ringsend. “The lake that we saw stretching 
on either side of Wai ‘was artificial, having 
heen produced when they raised the level of 
the Shannon in these parts to provide sufti- 
cent water. for the headrace at Ardnacrusha. 
My technical details may not be correct; but, so 
far asl could understand. that was the explana- 
tion. Anyhow, the original navigation canal 
had been covered, and the whole countryside 
around ficoded to a depth, 1 believe, of 
thirty feet, or thereabouts. It was vastiy 
weird to sail among the tree-tops and 


chumney-pots, which just protruded from the 
water. 

We had been informed in Dublin that it 
was legally mcumbent on wayfarers to take 


a pilot for the course between Killaloe and 
Limerick, since there wag a constant risk of | 
hitting a chimney-pot, or something of the 
kind. Several people along the canal, too. 
had hinted that, while the law issued no 
instructions in the matter, the company of 
a pilot was distinctly advisable. Our own 
conclusion is that this is a pleasant fiction, 
devised and circulated by the pilots them- 
selves, for the benefit of their own pockets. 
The navigator would be a very poor one 
who could not steer any part of this course 
for himself. There is only one tricky spot,

and come up the ladder by its side. Thought- 
fally, too, remarked that it might be as 
well if the lady came up now, and Mary 
gleefully step from the gleck and mounted 
the ten feet of perpendicular iron sadder 
which separated the lock quay from the 
sinking Banba. It was only when she had 
gone and the Banba continued to sink that 
1 realised what I had let myself in for. by 
the time the level stopped sinking I woald be 
fifty feet below the quay, and I would have 
that appalhng distance of perpendicuiar 
ladder to climb. The prospect turned me 
chilly inside; for 1 have tio head for heights; 
and when 1 strained my eyes upwards. to Mary 
and the lockman, who looked midgets at 
that horrid distance, I had half a mind to 
throw up the sponge and stay where | was. 

However. the thought of Mary’s jeering if 
I shirked it was too terrible, and, biting my 
under-lip hard, | set foot upon the ladder, 
keeping my eyes fast. fixed upon its rungs, 
and turning my head neither to the right 
por to the left, neither upwards nor down- 
wards. As a maiter of fact, it was not so 
bad, and | was at the top in no time. But 
my pleasure was spoiled by the thought that 
both of us would have ta descend the 
abominaole wall again. It was most damnably 
nupleasant to step over the brink, from 
which the Banba. as she lay below, appeared 
ateut the size of a cigar. 

Anyhow, we only saw the outside of the 
works. One may not enter without a guide, 
and the four e clock pkrty had just gona in 
when we arrived, Mary was 'not desperately 
anxious to see them, but we. agreed that it 
Was the correct thing to de, and decided to 
make speed down the river, obtain our up- 
going permat at Limerick, and return in time 
for the five o'clock party. So we shut our 
eyes, climbed down the lock wall, swung 
the engine, and started down the tail-race 
(one bank of which is jagged cliff, highly 
unsalutaty for any boat that might chance 
to bump it)

But when at last we came back to Ardna- 


crusha, it was in tow oí a Shannon barge; 
and here the tale of our tribulation begins.

PROTESTANT VIEWS

HE Bisho 
| presided last night at the Conference of 
the Catholic Truth Society in the 
Mansion House, Dublin, when the Rev. John 
Ryan, SJ., read a paper on ' The Mass in 
the Irish Church." 

Father Ryan said that Mass was celebrated 
regularly by St. Peter, regularly by St. Paul, 
regularly by the other Apostles, regularly by 
the Desciples during the two generations that 
followed the first Pentecost, and so on down 
to the time of St. John Chrysostom, This 
saint and St. Patrick were contemporaries. 
St. Patrick was also contemporary 
with St. Jerome and St. Augustine, 
for whom the Mass was a common- 
place of Christian teaching and practice. 
For St. Patrick, therefore, the Mass was also 
a commonplace -of' Christian teaching and 


actice. 

So often had this truth been ignored by 
those who purported to be writing history 
that it was well to emphasise it. On that 

int. there could be no confusion, no 
obscurity, no uncertainty. The Church 
founded by St. Patrick in Ireland had a 
central act of worship, and that central act 
of worship was the Eucharistic Sacrifice— 
the Mass. ' 

There was. said the lectrrer, a curious 
piece of evidence to show that liturgy 
introduced by 8. Patrick into Ireland, pre- 
sumably that which he had learned ‘in the 
south of Gaul during the period of his for- 
mation, was strongly influenced by the 
litergy of ‘Milan. The Apostle of Ireland 
said his first Mass on Irish soi! for his Lrish 
converts where the river Scan entered 
Strangford Loch, in the barn of the swine- 
herd Dichu. 


FOUNDING OF ARMAGH. 

Twelve years after his arrival in Ireland 
Patrick could proceed to found a primatia!l 
see, and his choice fell on the height of 
Macha, a few miles distant from the ancient 
fortified dwelling-place of Conor MacNessa 
and his successors, the Ulster Kings. A 
spacious. church, with walls great and high, 
enon crowned the hilltop at Armagh. Where 
St. Patrick stood his successor now stood, a 
bishop hke the great apostle. a primate like 
the great apostle, a member of that august 
Senile which aided the Vicar of Christ in 
the government of the universal Church to 
cffer the same adorable sacrifice to the 
Eiernal Father for the children of the Gael. 

Strangers had done their best to oust the 
Mass from its place of honour im the holy 
mount, but the Mass remained the same in 
every substantial part as it was when cele- 
brated by St. Patrick. 

To win back to the Catholic fold their non- 
Catholic countrymen, to unity with them- 
selves in the bosom of the one true Church, 
was their first duty as a missionary people. 
ft must be cinefly done by example. Once 
among them they would cling to the Mass 
as every generation of their race had clang 
since St. Patrick established his first altar 
in their midst. Fideliiv to the Mass meant 
fidelity to Ireland's destiny. . 

The Bishop of Meath remarked that they 
had seen that their Protestant fe'low-country- 
men intended to celebrate the fifteenth 
ceutenary of St. Patrick’s coming ta Ireland. 
They were glad to see Protestants giving 
honour where honour was due; but wher 
they came to explain their motives their 
reasons called for protest. 

They said that St.- Patrick had no Romish 
ways about hum, and, particularly, that he 
was not tainted, with the Romish superstition 
of the Mass. He (Dr. Mulvany) thought that 
Father Ryan had blown that pretension to 
pieces. Protestants told them that St. 
Patrick never referred to the Mass in his 
writings. Father Ryan had given the sufficient 
explanation that St. Patrick did not refer to 
the Mass because it was a commonplace of his 


religion.

The Archbishop of Tuam, Dr. Gilmartin, 
tresided in the afternoon, when the Very 
Rev. John Flanagan, P.P., gave an address 
on “The Mass and Communion.”’ 

The lectarer said that the Eucharist was 
the Mass and Holy Communion—the sacrifice 
of the Body and Dleod of Christ under the 
appearances of bread. and wine, offered to 
God by a priest for the living and the dead, 
and received by. the faithful that they might 
Lave in perfection the greatest of all virtues 
—the virtae of charity. The Mass was. the 
Church’s solemn public act of worship. The 
Communion signified somethmg more. it 
tvpifed “our cousinship with the Most 
High,” where an accepted sacrifice could 
bring about that union of brotherly love of 
which the worship and protecting beneficencs 
of God was the most effective bond. 

The official attitude of Popes and Councils 
had always been in favon: of frequent Com- 
munions. Frequent and daily Communion 
was to be considered the right of all the 
faithful of whatever state er condition in 
life, provided they were in a state of grace 
and approached the holy table with a right 
and pious disposition of mind, not, that was, 
through custom or vanity or human motives, 
but with the desire to please God, do His 
will, and become more and more closely 
united to Him in charity.

In the absence of the Chairman (Mrs.

stated that the figures of these accounts were 
also embodied in the brochure. She explained 
that during the year ending 30th September, 
1931, the receipts from al! sources amounted 
to £1,000 16s. 5d., disbursements £936 Os. 
114d., leaving a balance to credit of £64 15s. 
Bid. on the year’s operations. This has been 
carried to bank balance, which now shows a 


surplus of £1,149 5s. 14d.

Discussing voluntary assistance in 
teaching cooking and other domestic work, 
it was decided that, as these children attain 
the age of fourteen years, a grant be made, 
and the children be sent to the technical 
schools and taught whatever subject they 
were best fitted for.

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APPLE-GROWING EN IRELAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Srr,—For the past ten years I have been 
growing apples under the co-operative system 
in British Columbia. In order to reach -the 
Free State and other European markets our 
fruit has to travel 350 miles to the port of 
Vancouver. From there, after fifty-two days 
at sea, it arrives on your markets:at a cost 
of approximately eight shillings per box of 
forty-two pounds, for carriage alone. Such 
high carriage costs could only be borne by 
a co-operative association. With your ample 
rainfall, your mild climate and your home 
market capable of absorbing the greater pro- 
portion of your home-grown fruit, it seems a 
pity that such advantages are not exploited 
more fully. There are many professional and 
business men, with residential small holdings 
of four or more acres on the outskirts of the 
city, whose land could be made income- 
producing by plantings of fifty to one hundred 
trees, a mixed dessert and culinary apple 
orchard of between one and two acres. 

A “ small-holders’’’ fruit-growing associa- 
tion. controlling a number of such small 
orchards, would make available for its 
members the benefits of mass purchase of 
nursery stock, spray and other orchard 
materials, and could act as a clearing-house 
for instruction in modern orchard practices 
and in supervision of the planting and main- 
tenance of the orchards. After planting, the 
gardener usually employed on residential 
small holdings could, under supervision, take 
care of the young orchard, until it came into 
bearing. When the small orchards came into 
bearing, the apples from the _ controlled 
acreage could be marketed co-operatively by 
the association from a centralised packing- 
house, where all orchard produce would be 
graded and the packing standardised, 
Nursery stock, purchased _ co-operatively, 
would cost £7 per one hundred two-year-old 
trees. 

The natural advantages in climate and 
geographical position which the Free State 
enjoys, together with modern _ orchard 
methods in picking, handling, grading and 
acking, should make an unbeatable com- 
tana Not the least advantage would be 
that apples grown locally could be tree- 
ripened before being placed on the market, 
The full flavour of the apples grown in the 
Free State would give them a tremendous 
advantage over imported fruit, which, on 
account of the great distance it has to travel 
and the time taken in reaching your markets, 
must of necessity be picked and shipped 
before its full sugar content has developed. 
Most of the imported fruit is shipped im- 
mature and ripens in the box. I shall gladly 
go into further details of such a scheme 
with any persons interested if they will com

MISS ELEANOR HULL. 


DISTINGUISHED IRISH 


— degree of Doctor of Literature, 
Honoris Causa, was conferred on Miss. 
' Eleanor Hull at University College, 
Dublin, yesterday. As Miss Hull's hea th 
has been poor for the past months, she was 
unable tó attend the University personally, 
and the degree was conferred in absentia. 
Dr. Hull was, with Professor Powell, the 


| founder of the Irish Texts Society, at the 


beginning of this century, and she has been 
Joint Secretary ever since, first with Miss 
Bortheswick, and later with Mr. T. D. Fitz- 
gerald. The work which she accom lished 
for this society was enormous, and Ireland 
as, a whole is indebted to her for numerous 
historical works, books on research and 
valuable Irish translations. She is a member 
of the Council of the Folklore Society, and 
she published a book in 1928 called “The 
Folklore of the British Isles.” This includes 
valuable data connected with the special 
days and festivities in Ireland. At one time 
she was President of the Irish Literary 
Society of London, and she was Secretary 
for some years to the Royal Asiatic Society. 

Her first book, ** The Cuchulain Saga in 
Irish Literature,” appeared in 1898. At that 
time Miss Hull’s family had moved from 
Publin. to Londen, where she had become 
acquainted with Dr. Standish Hayes O’Grady, 
who encouraged her to publish this volume, 
and assisted her with some translations for 
it: ‘The Cuchulain Saga” was originally 
published in a limited edition, and is now 
difficult to obtain even secondhand. 

Her next two books, “ Pagan Ireland ’’ and 
‘Early Christian Ireland,” giew out of short 
addresses given to students of the Gaelic 
League classes in London. 

After this publication Miss Hull became 
engrossed with the study of older forms of 
the irish language, and that for two reasons. 
She was anxious to read the old manu- 
scripts. herself, and also to conquer thé diffi- 
culties of grammar and idiom of Ancient 
Irish. She attended classes given by Dr. 
Bergin, Dr. Holder Pedersen and Kuno

HOSPITAL SUNDAY 
FUND. 


THE EFFECT OF SWEEP. 
STAKES.

The fifty-sixth annual meeting of the 
Hecspital Sunday Fund Committee was held 
on thursday at the Koyai College of 
Physicians, Dublin. 

The Right Hon. the Earl of 
D.L., was in the chair. 

Resolutions adopting the 
accounts and tendering the thanks of the 
Council to the ministers of religion, ‘* who, 
by their zealous and earnest advocacy of the 
claims of the sick poor, have contributed so 
much to the success of the Fund. during the 
past fifty-six years,’ and also to the Dublin 
Press, were unanimously adopted. 

Dr. 1. G. Moorhead said he did not wish 
to enter into the merits or demerits ol 
sweepstakes, but he would like to say that 
he hoped that in: future years the Council 
of the Hospital Sunday Fund would keep 
an open mind as regards the distribution ol 
the tunds at their disposal. 

The Kev. Canon Hughes said he would 
like to know exactly where the Council stood. 
He did not wish to say anything at all with 
reference to the propriety or otherwise of 
hospitals’ sweepstakes, but, unless’ the 
Council made it’ perfectly clear that any 
hospitals participating in the sweepstakes 
vould not get a penny out of the Fund, 
there was no use in asking clergymen to go 
into the pulpit and appeal for funds. 

Mr. Pollock said it ‘was not only on the 
minutes, but in the rules and the reports, 
that ‘any hospital promoting or taking part 
in the formation of a sweepstake would 
cease to participate in the Hospital Sunday 
Fund. ‘That was also set out in the leaflets 
issued to all the churches that were making 
collections on behalf of the Fund. 

Canon Hughes sail that there was a great 
dea! of difference of opinion as regards the 
sweepstakes, and he did not intend to 
dogmatise on the matter. He wanted the 
Council to keep on telling the _ public 
that any hospitals participating in the sweep- 
stakes would not get a penny out of the 
Fund. 

The Rev. J. C. Breakey asked how many 
hospitals were now benefiting from the 
Hospitals’ Sunday Fund. 

Mr. Pollock said there were eight. 

Dr. Moorhead said he would like to make 
his position perfectly clear. He was aware 
of the regulation Mr. Pollock had referred 
to, and knew that it could not be altered 
except by notice of motion. “Hé had been 
opposed to the introduction of hospital 
sweepstakes, but had seen fit to retain fis 
seat on the boards of three hospitals that 
had become participants. When the Rotunda 
Hospital failed, in spite of the devoted efforts 
of the Church of Ireland, and had to become 
a participant in the sweepstakes he realised, as 
they might realise, that the voluntary con- 
tribution system was largely dead, That 
being so, he did not wish to close his mind 
to the possibility cf again admitting to 
membership these hospitals that were partici- 
pating. He had no wish to throw the apple 
of discord into the working of so worthy a 


cnarity.

Miss Hull’s most important work is her

The Hull family came from County Down 
originally, and were of Devonshire stock.

She carried 
through some remarkable medical work in 
Singapore. for which she was awarded the 
O.B.E. She is now in Natal studying the 
condition of the Indian settlers there. 

Miss Hull’s eldest brother is also a doctor. 
He took his degree of M.D. at Dublin 
University, winning two gold medals. He 
ractises in London to-day, where the whole 
amily settled after retirement of their 
father. Mr. Edward Hull, F.R.S., L.L.D. 
Dr. Hull lives with one of her sisters in 
Richmond, outside London. 


Fianna Fail's Fears.

Attack on Civic Guard.

BALBRIGGAN, Friday Night. 


PEAKING at a Fianna Fail meeting in 
S Balbriggan to-night, Mr. Sean 
MacEntee, T.D., said that the Public 
Safety Bill, to which the Dail had given its 
approval, tore up the Constitution, and left 
the people at the mercy of the military dicta- 
torship created by the bill. It was a safety 
bill in so far as it stood between the wrath 
of the Irish people and a Government that 
had. proved a dismal failure in every way. 
It was a safety bill for the Government 
against the thousands of hungry men who 
during the winter would be walking the 
streets of the cities and towns. It was a 
danger to every citizen of the Free State, 
whether he was a worker or an employer, 
as long as the power given by the bill re- 
mained in the hands of the desperate men 
who had got it. 

Every sensible man realised that the recent 
murders only gave an excuse to the Govern- 
ment to set up a dictatorship. If murders 
were committed, and if the gang system, as 
they said, had failed, it was because the 
heads of the Civic Guards were politicians, 
and net policemen. They did not want to 
find the men who had shot Curtin and Ryan. 

It seemed to him that the present Govern- 
ment’s course was run; because if there was 
cone thing history taught, that was that 
dictatorships did not last for ever. 

This bill was not aimed at Saor Eire or 
Cumann na mBan, or any organisation except 
Fianna Fail, because that was the only 
organisation in Ireland that had the oppor- 
tunity and the power to turn the preset 
Government out of office. 

Mr. Sean Brady, T.D., said that the bill 
gave power to the Free State Army and 
police that was never before given to any 
army or police in the history of the world. 
He helieved—and sincerely hoped that he 
was wrong—that the bill was designed to 
bring about the execution of a few men 
already in custody. He believed that by 
the act of the Government to-day the blood 
of some Irishman would be shed. Nobody in 
Ireland wanted to go back to the horrors 
of the civil war, and God forbid that an 
Irishman should execute an Irishman again. 
Mr. Eamonn Donnelly. organiser, said that 
the Cumann na nGaedheal Party had no 
programme for the general election. They were 
beaten in the country, and they. knew it, 
and this was responsible for the scare. The 
Public Safety Act had a better chance of 
lasting than the Government had. He hoped 
that the nrayer and the warning of Car- 
dinal MacRory might be heard 
Mr. John Reynolds, Balbriggan, presided.
